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THE VIRGINIA CONTEST 


Case Decided by Seating the 
Wise Delegation. 


HOW THE STATES VOTED. 
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A Rough and Tumble Fight in 
the Committee Room. 
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Staff Correspondence Constitution. 

Curcaao, June 20.—The republican conven- 
tion today apologized tothe country for having 
chosen John M. Thurston, of Nebraska, as its 
tem porary|chairman, by the selection ofMorris 
M. Estee, of California, for permanent. chair- 
man, the same man who had been defeated by 
Thurston. It became apparent yesterday that 
there was great dissatisfaction at his being 
chosen,and this discontent was aroused to auger 
when he used his position to give the Blaine 
boomers a black eye. It was openly an- 
nounced that he had been given the position 
on the pledge that he would say nothing 
against Blaine’s name being brought before the 
convention. The Californians, who were not 
in a pleasant state of mind anyway towards 
Thurston, who had defeated their man, raised 
a terrible howl and demanded that’ Estee 
be made the permanent chairman of the con- 
vention. They declared that Thurston 
was a monopolist and @ professional railway 
lobbyist, and that as attorney of the Union 
Pacitic road and achronic contestant against 
the government, such a choice would weaken 
the prestige of the convention unless rectified. 
Estee, they declared, had made a record as an 
anti-wonopolist and as the representative of 
the people against the Central Pacific, but 
above all they wanted him because he was a 
Blaine man, as California was one of the 
‘‘Blaine or Basters,’’ and his selection as per- 
manent chairman they considered would heal 
the wounds wade by Thurston’s speech. The 
committee on permanent organization agreed, 
and Estee was this morning duly installed to 
the unbounded delight of the Californians and 
the Blaine contingent. Thurston left the chair 
by no means as big a man as when he took it, 
though he made an exceptionally 
stroug presiding officer. He is 
attacked this morning by nearly 
every one of the Chicago papers as never hay- 
ing beon chosen by the convention, bet as Luv- 
ing been forced upon it by the national com- 
mittee which traded him the position. 

DULL AND DREARY. 

The morning session was intensely boring to 
about 7,600 of 8,000 persons in the hall, The 
others were the talkers who only interested 
themselves. The committee on credentials 
was not ready to report and asked until 8 
o'clock, as did also the committee on resolu- 
tions. 

After permanent organization, whick took 
only a few minutes, the only thing 
before. the convention was the _ re- 
port of the committee on rules. This 
Was submitted by its chairman, Mr. Bayne, of 
Peunsylvania, who read it with startling 
solemnity. Itisastrange thing how, on such 
occasions, men can so easily be led into making 
fouls of themselves. he bait of momentary 
prominence is too alluring to resist, however, 
and the consequence is that one after another 
—men supposed to be possessed of more tact— 
nip and swallow the golden hook and make 
themselves ridiculous. 

TOO MANY SPEECHES. 

This was profusely illustrated this morning. 
Instead of adopting the report of the commit- 
tee on rules at first,.as was finally done after 
about two hours’ discussion, a number of dis- 
tinguished citizens had tohave a say. The 
only question raised about the report was as to 
the mere technicality of expression of the rule 
concerning the election of alternates, and yet 
even these distinguished men wrangled as if 
they were holding the fate of the nation. The 
audience was tired, but Senator So-and-So had 
to present himself and Governor Talkem had 
to get ina word, General Blowhard had to 
cross a ‘‘t’’ and Colonel Standup had to dot an 
“i '' Time was called, but it amounted to 
nothing as they knew after the report was 
adopted the convention would take a recess, 
avd they wanted to talk when they hada 
olance. 

After these distinguished worthies had been 
heard and the patience of the audience had 
been sorely taxed, the original report was, of 
course, adopted, and by an almost unanimous 
yote, then a recess was taken until the night 
Session. 

THE NIGHT SESSION. 

The night session was devoted to the report 
of the credentials committee, which did not 
appear until after 9 o’clock. Theinterim was 
devoted to waving the bloody shirt, Foraker, 
of Ohio, and W. O. Bradley, of Kentucky, 
leading in red hot speeches. Their bloody 
sliirt utterances were applauded ts the echo, 
and the stronger they inveighed against 
the south the more enthusiastic was the ap- 
pluuse. The reports of the majority and the 
minority of the credentials committee on the 
Virginia contest elicited a warm discus- 
sion, the details of which will be found eise- 
Where, 

THE SAME OLD BAG. 

The ‘bloody shirt’’ is the hero of the day. It 
combines the cnthusiasm’ of 2ll the booms, is 
Strouger than all other issues, and is the one 
thing about which there is nodivision, The 
report of the committee on resolutions gives 
the old garment another coat of blood, and the 
bloody shirt becomes essentially the issue of 
the campaign. 

INTKRVIEW WITH GOVERNOR BULLOCK. 

Ex-Governor Bulleck is here as a visitor and 
his views as to the negro vote in the south 
have lost him caste as a republican leader. 
Indeed, the colored brothers here and his 
Southern white republican colleagues have de- 
Clared against the ex-governor who would take 
from them the delicious little morsel on which 
they have been fed for so long by the republi- 
Can party in its efforts to delude the public. 
Objection was even made in the Georgia dele- 

tion to the issuing of aseat in the conver- 
fon to Governor Bullock on the ground that 
he was not a republican of the faith, but he

fandit is simply pitiable to 
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talk with him to-day he deprecated the stand 
which the party had again taken on the bloody 
shirt and said it could not hope to win. 

“What's the use,” said he, ‘of committing 
Suicide in the broad open daylight and before 
the public.’”’ 

“Who are you for for president ?” I asked. 

“I am for Alger, because I have known him 
long and intimately.”’ 

“Who will be nominated ?”’ 

“Lord knows.’’ 

‘How will the southern delégates*vote ?”’ 

“Most of them are for Sherman, though 
many of them are for Alger. Ex-Senator 
Spencer, of Alabama. told me today that a 
iruin ber of colored brothers were for Alger 
until they found I was for him, when they 
dropped him, as they didn’t like my views.” 

Continuing, Governor Bullock said: “The 
speech of Fred Douglass indicates a policy 
that is thorough impracticable and impossible 
of execution. The congress of the United 
States or the republican party has no more to 
do with the administration of local laws in the 
southern states than in the northern; however 
much ground there may be for restlessness 
on the part of the colored race on 
the franchise question, the only effec- 
tive remedy is in the public and the 
controiling sentiment of the communities 
in which they live. I urged on the committee 
of resolutions that the committee keep itself 


within the plain path of fact and law and de-. 


clare positively, first, that under the constitu- 
tion and laws of the United States, there is 
no distinction either of the rights, duties 
or privileges between citizens on account 
of race or color. Second, calling on the 
legislatures and executives of all the states to 
enact and enforce election laws that will com- 
mand the respect and confidence of tfie coun- 
try at large. Third—Declare affirmatively 
that it is the right and duty of the senate and 
house of representatives of the congress of the 
United States to mgidly exercise their un- 
doubted right to inquire into the election of 
their members and to refuse toseat any senator 
or representative who is not the free and hon- 
est choice of his constituents.’’ 

But the committee did not adopt the sugges- 
tions, as they did not go far enough. The old 
hullabaloo of ‘‘a free ballot, and a fair count,’’ 
and negro intimidationj:and all that sort of 
thing is raised, and Governor Bullock will 
probably have to get into the democratic party 
in self-defense. 

THE TALK FOR FLAINE. 

A ballot tomorrow, and perhaps a great 
many of them, and the result a matter of abso- 
lute uncertainty. 

Tonight this is the situation, and it is neither 
more nor less definite than it has been at any 
time during the week. The Biaine specter 
still hovers over the convention, and has a 
most depressing effect on all of the other 
booms. Blaine isthe talk of the hour, and 
almost nine out of every ten men will tell you 
that he will be the choice of the convention. 
Scratch off the surface of the support which 
any of the avowed candidates are receiving, 
and a Blaine undercoat is the invariable result. 
So the question is, ‘*Will it be Blaine?’ To- 
morrow will tell. If a deadlock sets in, it will; 
otherwise, it wiil be Harrison. Meantime, 
the question of availability goes along. 

In this discussion are a few predominating 
features. First, there must be asoidier on the 
ticket. This much is settled, and it is conce- 
ded to be better to put the soldier in the first 
place. Two seldiers will dono harin. Harri- 
son, Gresham and Alger are the soldiers, 
Hawley not being counted in the choice, prac- 
tical politics aside, Sherman is losing ground 
on this question of availability. The New 
Yorkers say he can’t carry that state. 

OPPOSITION TO SHERMAN. 

The opposition of the Pacific coast continues 
fierce, notwithstanding the Butterworth per- 
sonal letter explaining Sherman's Chinese 
record mailed to each coast delegate. Alger is 
not standing the test of criticism, and his 
friends have lost courage; for some days they 
have - been making inroads on Sherman’s 
strength in the south, but the Sherman lead- 
ers have shut down on that. Alger now stands 
no better in the chances than Allison, and Al- 
lison would lead him had he been a soldier. 

‘helps is about the only man talked of for the 
vice-presidency, and men could be found last 
night willing to wager that the ticket would 
be, Harrison and Phelps or Gresham and 
Phelps. 

THE NEW YORKERS. 

Morton is now little talked of, andit is 
understood that he does not care forit. Under 
the surface, in New York there is a feeling 
that the Depew candidacy was a mistake, and 
there is much discussion of what Depew will 
do when he drops out. In this connectien 
there comes a suggestion of a Depew-Miiler 
combination for the latter. Another sugges- 
tion is that New York’s present 
candidate is likely to atiempt a theatrical 
and oratorical intreduction of Blaine. The 
western opposition to Depew is counting very 
strongly, and prevents the possibiliiy of his 
nomination. Senator Farwell, of Illinois, 
says that Depew cannot carry Illinois and 
several other western states, on account of his 
railroad and Vanderbilt connections, and that 
such a nomination would be suicide. Depew 
lithographs are free as the air, and bear the in- 
scriptions, “The grangers’ friend,”’ and ‘The 
laboring man’s friend.”’ 

THE IOWAN’S MOTTO. 

The Grand Pacific hotel is bedecked with 
pictures of all the candidates, and they are 
seattered around irrespective of whosoever 
headquarters in the vicinity of which 
they are located. For instance, 
the brilliant illumination in front of Alli- 
son’s headquarters light up a smiling litho- 
graph of Depew, on which is printed ‘‘Depew 
and victory,’’ but the Iowans have counter- 
acted whatever chances for danger there are in 
it by superscribing under the name of the jolly 
New Yorker the word “damn him.”’ There is 
no longer any talk of presenting the name of 
Blaine to the convention in a rousing speech, 
though it is still. declared to be a settled fact 
that Blaine is to be voted for on the first ballot 
by the Pacific coast delegates. The change, or 
rather the decrease, in enthusiasm is said 
to. be due to the fact that the Cal- 
ifornia delegates was accorded a handsome 
consideration by the committee on permanent 
organization and that they were thus induced 
tocurb their Blave tendencies until the proper 
time.

Detailed Proceedings of the Convention— 
The Virginia Contest. 

Cucaco, June 20.—An eagerness for the 
real businsss of the convention—the presiden- 
tial winner—was the main idea today., So 
earnest was this wish that the suggestion to 
limit nominating speeches for the various cam 
dinates. to fifteen “minutes apiece Zwon 
wide and instant favor, though not actually 
adopted. Too much fuss and feathers by « 
lew delegates during the day and too great 
good-natured forbearance by Chairman Estee, 
the big @alifornian, who was made permanent 
chairman, rendered necessary a night session, 
but did not by any means rob the earlier pro 
ceedings of interest. By-plays were constant and 
Starting. In the middle of the opening prayer 
~—a fervent petition from the hoosier clergy 
man officiating, that the throne of grace would 
permit the choice ofa leader who- would be & 
man from the people—his words were quickly 
interpreted by alert politicians asa boom for 
Gresham and friends of other candidates 
tooked for the moment too pious for anything, 

ESTEE’S RECEPTION, 

Estee, the new anti-monopoly chairman, was 
given a reception on taking the gavel that for 
unanimity and heartiness has not been ex- 
ceeded since the convention first opened. De- 
pew was not on the ftloor atthe time, losing 
thereby a great opportunity to note the greet- 
ing to the anti-monopolist. Eyidence that 
California’s-boom for Blaine had, as foretold 
been lassoed by leaders from other states, was 
furnished when Mr. Estee, contrary to all cus- 
tom, failed to make aspeech. It was expected 
that he would deliver a long and hot one, in 
which Blaine would be lauded to the skies. 
Mr. Estee contented himself with an address 
of less than two minutes, and professed not to 
be able to even guess whe. would be the nomi 
nee. One of the most interesting minor 
occurrences of the day was the presentation 
of a gavel of silver and gold tothe chairman, 
einphasizing a position of the republican par- 
ty in favoriof a bi-metallic standard. It was 
generally regarded as particularly a neat offset 
to the silver gavel used in the democratic 
convention at St. Louis. A great hit was 
made by the addition of another gavel notable 
as coming from Galena, the home of General 
Grant, and to be used as stated by the donor, 
when the life had been pounded out of the 
democratic party to tan that party’s hide. 
Reference to the old commander's early strug- 
gles with poverty in the little Galena tannery, 
brought down the great audience at once. 

Just when everybody was expecting the 
decks to be cleared for genuine business, the 
weary flummery of useless points of order over 
the rights of alternates began. The only relief 
was a night session. 

PROCEEDINGS OF THE CONNENTION. 

CHICAGO, CONVENTION HALL, June 20.—The 
great convention hall fills more rapidly this 
morning than on yesterday. Uncompleted de- 
tails in the arrangement of the seats compelled 
the sergeant-at arms to keep the crowd out 
yesterday until nearly noon. Today there is 
nothing wanting, and the eager, expectant, 
puzzled, but somewhat weary multitude flows 
into the building with great expectations visi- 
ble upon every face. The Wise-Mahone epi- 
sode of yesterday’s session has whetted the ap- 
petite of the galleries fora further passage of 
arms, and everybody watches the Virginians’ 
seats to see the incoming of the expected com- 
batants. The weatheris much warmer than 
yesterday, and in the great galleries and ba! 
conies there is a quick waving of fans, am! 
some of the spectators have discarded their 
coats and taken their ease in true democratic 
style,-while crowds flow in with a great mur- 
mur like the ocean. Thereis a slower gather- 
ing of the solons of the party. Newspaper 
men and ofticers of the convention are on the 
platform and in the galleries in the rear of 
the chairman’s desk. The old wainut desk, 
with its gilt letterinpgs telling that from it 
Blaine and Garfield were both nominated in 
this city, excites a great deal of curiosity from 
the people on the stage in its vicinity. 

UNOBTRUSIVE ESTEE. 

Mr. Estee, who is a broad-shouldered and 
broad-whiskered man, with a pleasant smile 
and agreeable manners, is an early arrival 
and walks upon the platform before all of the 
California delegates are in their seats. Few 
people on the stage greet him, for Estee is not 
an obtrusive man, and has not circulated 
much among the delegates. He gracefully 
yielded to his defeat for temporary chairman, 
and was surprised at the success of his friends 
who had him chosen for a higher place. He 
will hereafter be a most prominent figure in 
the convention andin many ways the most 
important. Asa few of his friends gather 
about him, he looks over them with an air of 
some concern, hoping that his voice can be 
heard everywhere, bat modestly expressed 
himself as to his ability to successfully master 
the situation. Mr. Estee’s friends have no 
such doubts. He has managed large bodies 
before and hasafine executive ability. He 
looks the typical Californian. Such of the 
lines of his face as can be seen through his 
heavy brown beard are strong, and indicate 
firmness tempered with discretion, and he 
stands squarely on his heels as a man who 
knows his own mind. 

THEY BEGIN TO SWEAT. 

As the auditorium fills up the air begins to 
be oppressive, although the auditorium has 
been found to be the coolest place in Chicago. 
A flash, like the hot air of a furnace, has swept 
over the city and is gradually working its way 
through the thick walls of the auditorium 
building, and giving the convention some ap- 
proximation to the stifled experience of the 
democratic gathering at St. Louis. As yester- 
day, the first: delegate in the hall is an Oh‘oan, 
who comes in, followed by three or four oth- 
ers who take their seats in the center of the as 
yet empty space in front of the platform. This 
vanguard is followed by others, some. of them 
in delegation, others alone,in pairs and b 
half dozens, and the convention begins to loo 
like business. 

PRESENTING DOUGLASS WITH BOUQUETS 

The side galleries and organ loft begin 
to fill up with a large sprinkling of 
ladies. in Fitz Simmons, wife of 
the sergeant-at-arms of the convention, 
is scarcely seated, when & page goes up to her 
and presents her with a magnificent bouquet 
of La-France roses. Fred Douglass, who also 
gets to his seat on the stage about this time, is 
presented with a bouquet of cut flowers also, 
and similar courtesy being extended to Chair- 
mad Jones, of the national committee, isa 
signal for a ripple of applause. 

ROBERT G. ON THE FLOOR. 

A familiar figure circulating among the del- 
egates arouses the interest of the spectators. 

his is the big, jolly form and round, clean- 
shaven and good-natured face of Colonel Keb- 
ert G. Ingersoll, the man who, in Cincinnati 
twelve years ago, made one of the most famous 
nominating speeches of the country, and gave 
to Blaine the title most in men’s mouths now, 
“The Plumed Knight.” 

A STARTLING RUMOR. 

About the hour for the meeting of the con- 
vention the hall was full of rumors of unusua! 
sort, and generally unreliable. It is reported 
among the Blaine men that California has 
agreed to vote for Stanford on the preliminary 
ballots in order to save their effectiveness for 
the Blaine movement at the time agreed upon. 
It is reported that some New York men have 
abandoned Depew and are openly for Blaine, 
but this can be traced to no reliable source.

tion referring tothe formation of a platform, 
which the chairman said would be referred to 
the committee on resolutions. 

A motion was nade and seconded that the 
comimittee on permanent organization be 
called upon to make a report. But @ protest 
came from Mr. Harris, of North Carolina, 
that the committee on permanent organization 
should not report until the committee on cre- 
dentials shcuid have been heard from. He 
did not wish to force the gag law upon the 
convention, but he moved that the motion be 
lainupon the table. 

_ The chair stated that at the last two repub- 
licanfconventions the report of the committee 
on permanent organization had been received 
before the committee on credentials had com- 
pleted its labors. He was informed that the 
committee on credentials would not be ready 
to report until evening. 

Mr. Henderson, of Iowa, said that the con- 
vention could do nothing under the circum- 
stances except to organize. Unless it should 
be proposed to go on with nominating speeches 
he would move to take a recess until eight 
o'clock tonight. | Cries of ‘No, no.’’} 

Mr, Bayne, of Pennsylvania, opposed this, 
and Mr. Henderson withdrew his motion and 
moved to proceed to permanent organization, 
Which was agreed to. 

Governor Foster, of Ohio, chairman of the 
committee on permanent organization, then 
stepped upon the platform and read the unan- 
i1mous report of the committee. He was given 
an enthusiastic reception by the audience, and 
as he stated that M. M. Estee, of California, 
was selected for permanent chairman of the 
convention, the cheering broke forth afresh. 

Governor Foster proceeded to read the list 
of vice-presidents, as selected by the various 
State delegations. 

The report was adopted without dissent, and 
the chair appointed Governor Foster, of Ohio, 
Senator Foley, of Nevada, and Mr. George R. 
Sloane, of New York, a committee to escort 
Mr. Estee to the platform from his seat in the 
California delegation. 

When Mr. Estee appeared and was intro- 
duced by the chair, the convention applauded 
with enthusiasin. 

CHAIRMAN ESTEE’S SPEECH. 

When quiet had been restored, Chairman 
Estee said: 

Gentlemen of the Convention: I thank you in the 
name of the states aud territories of the Pacific 
coast,as wellas from my own heart, for the dis- 
tinguished honor that you have seen fit to confer 
upon me. I appreciate to the fullest extent the 
grave responsibilities devolving on me, and it being 
A nepebioas convention, I shail ask, in all things, 
its ¢ nine gma and its candid and earnest 
Suppor 

rentlemen of the convention, following so illus- 
trious a gentleman as your temporary chairman, I 
shall not attempt to detain you by any lengthened 
speech. I only want to say to you that we live co far 
from the center of the republic over on the Pacific 
shore, that I cannot even guess who your nomince 
is going tobe. [Laughter.| Ot course you all know. 
I say further to you, gentlemen of the convention, 
that lam not able to say exactly what your platform 
will be, but the people of the country have echoed 
itssentiment, andthe rattle of the skirmish line 
was heard only two weeks ago trom Oregon, 

THREE CHEERS FOR OREGON. 

Here the speaker was interrupted by a round 
of applause, and at the suggestion of some en- 
thusiastic individual in the gallery, three 
hearty cheers were given for Oregon. 

“God willine,’’ resumed Mr. Estee, ‘next Novem- 
ber you will hear from Cleveland’s Appemattox all 
over this great republic. |Appiuuse.} Friends and 
geutlemen of the convention, again thanking you 
fur the high honor you have conferred upon me, 
and impressing you with the belief, with all my 
heart and soul, that our duties are of the gravest 
and most solemn character, and trusting from the 
depth of my soul that every act muy be done to 
promote the best interest of our Common countly 
and advance the great republican party, l will now 
call for the next orcer of business. [Applause.] 

PRESENTATION OF GAVELS. 

The chair then recognized Mayor Roche, of 
Chicago, who advanced to the platform, hold- 
ing in his hand a beautifulsilver gavel, which 
he said he had been instructed to present to 
the; convention on behalf of the citizens oi 
Chicago. 1t was not of silver alone, as that 
one presented at St. Louis, but of gold and 
silver, the bi-metalic standard of our sound 
financial policy. It represents both crude and 
skilled laborfand teaches the lesson that 
free homes, free schools and a free ballot sh all 
be maintained in this country, 

Charles A. Works, of Illinois, also presented 
the convention a gavel, which he said was 
taken and made neither of silver or gold, but 
it is connected witha great name in Ameri- 
can history. It is made from a piece of wood 
from the desk in the tannery in Galena, Ills., 
which was left by that silent soldier, U. 5. 
Grant, when he took the field to fight for his 
country. The mention of General Grant’s 
name was greeted with an outburst of cheer- 
ing, which lasted several moments, and was 
the warmest demonstration of the day. The 
chair aaccpted the tokens in a neat speech in 
which he expressed the thanks of the conven- 
tion to the donors. 

THE REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON RULES. 

Chairman Bayne, of the committee on rules, 
was recognized, and presented the committce’s 
report. The report adopts the rules of the 
house of representatives, with some slight 
modification, and makes the following order of 
business: Report of committee on credentials. 
Report of committee on resolutions. Naming 
of national committee.

WasuHInoton, June 20.—[{ Special. }—Sena- 
tor Frye submitted today his report oh the 
river and harbor bill. It says the bill exceeds 
by $2,800,000 the largest appropriation ever 
made on a river and harbor bill, but as no bill 
was passed last session, and none is likely to 
pass in the short session following the pres'« 
dential election, this bill practically represents 
a period of three years on a basis of $700,000 @ 
year which is much less than the average ex- 
penditure of recent years. The report says 
the first river and harbor appropriation was 
made in 1822, and amounted to $22,400 and that 
from that time to date, the aggregate of 
appropriations is $161,000,000. There is, it 
says, notone of the great maritime nations 
which does not expend more in proportion te 
its harbors and seacoast than we do. France 
expends $20,000,000 annually, and England 
with only 1,300 miles of coast, expends a like 
sum. By this bill only $4,200,200 are appropri- 
ated for our 23,000 miles of stormy and dan- 
gerous coast. The report states that the do- 
inestic produce moved and exchanged in this 
country through the medium of the inland wa- 
ter Ways amounts to twenty-five or thirty mil 
lion doliars annually, and that the vast and 
wonderful increase of internal commerce ig 
materially due to the xX pen- 
ditures of the federal government § in 
waterway improvements. It argues that the 
opening of new regions and the cheapening of 
transportation more than justify the expendi- 
tures, and that the 8 percent of the money 
expended in this way goes to the wage earners 
of the country, and is, therefore, more fairly 
distributed and more quickiy restored to circus 
lation than through any other channe!. 

A CURIOUS SCENF. 

This evening’s Star says: “ The senate this 
afternoon presented a scene not often witness- 
ed in that body, where courtesy is held to bea 
paramount duty. Senator Brown had a writ- 
ten speech on the Mexican claims—the Weil 
and La Abra cases. Owing to his weak phys 
ical condition, he was permitted to remain sit- 
ting while he read. Hie read in a very low 
tone of voice, and his utterances could not be 
heard at the clerk’s desk. The few senators 
who were present busied themselves in writing, 
reading, or in conversation.

A KNOCK-DOWN AND DRAG OUT. 


The Contesting Virginia Delegations In- 
dulge in a Free Fight.

One man, said to be 
named Mott, was cspecially ugly and could 
not be quieted till Sergeant-at-Arms Smith 
seized him by the throat,. exclaiming ‘Stop, 
stop!’ and threw him half across the room. 

When a semblance of order was restored two 
or three members were standing on the table. 
The policeman and sergeant-at-arms had squads 
of the belligerents under their care, while 
Chairman Hepburn was keepinga close eye 
on Mahone and Wise. 

Wise expressed his regret at the occurrence, 
explaining how assertions had been cast on 
him that were unbearable.

Mrs. Harrict Spertin, colored, died at her 
homein this city about two weeks ago, of 
paralysis. Harriet was somewhat distinguished 
y being the mother of four genuine albino 
children. She and her husband, Jerry Spertin, 
were entirely black—thatis, they had no white 

loot in them. Their three first 
children were As black as they 
were, and then the next four, in 
succession, were as white as it is possible 
for a human being to be with bine eyes, which 
danced about in the sockets, and white hair 
which kinked like that of the genuine negro.

THE OLD GRAVE 


Wherein a Father of the Hamiet 
Slept. 


The Sensation Created in Dublin by the 
Discovery of a Forgot- 
ten Grave. 


Dustin, Ga,, June 20.—[Special.J—A sensa- 
tion was caused yesterday by some hands, who 
were preparing the foundation of 8. A. Cor- 
ker’s new brick building, by digging into an 
ancient grave. The stump of a very large 
china tree was being dug up, when the spade 
was buried to an unnusua oeth in soft earth, 
which in color was of a dark brown or yellow- 
ish hue. Further excavation revealed pieces 
of decayed or rotten pine plank, evidently the 
remaining particles of a pine coffin. The 
grave was that of a grown person’s, but time’s 
eternal touch had removed every 
vestige of flesh or bone. The place 
where the grave was discovered was 
the most public part of thefown and within 
sixtv feet of the main street leading to court- 
house square. When the revelation was made 
known soon a large number had gathered and 
apoouletrs began as to who was the silent 
sleeper. More than three decades have passed 
since a few who then lived here remembered 
to have*seen a lot paled in, and within the in- 
closure beautiful flowers nodding to the May 
sun, The scythe of time continued to mow 
and the inclosure was soon crumbled into 
dust. Two large china trees were all that was 
left to mark this sanctuary of the dead. 
They stood for three-quarters of a century like 
two grim sentinels, and become an inviting 
place of the yeomanry to tether their weary 
steeds, sheltered by their umbrageoues boughs 
from the merciless rays of the summer sun. 
The present generation had forgotten that the 
graves were ever there. 

This correspondent sought Judge J. F. 
Rowe, the oldest inhabitant of Dublin, and 
obtained the key to the mystery. Judge Rowe 
stated that about fifty-five years ago the two 
trees that had grown to be monarchs, were 
about six or eight inches in diameter, the lot 
was nicely kept, and was known as a grave- 
yard. About ten years prior to this time there 
died here Robert Coleman, a merchant, and 
soon thereafter a sister of Coleman, Mrs. Thos. 
Guyton. Mr. Coleman then merchandised 
in asmall12x20stone house on the corner 
where L. C. Perry’s new store now stands. He 
was the personification of honesty and his 
name the synonym for truthfulness. gHe ac- 
cumulated some property which descended to 
his heirs. The self-same Robert Coleman was 
grandfather of S. T. Coleman, the wholesale 
merchant of Macon, Georgia, and Mrs, Guy- 
ton his grand-aunt. 

The south wall of the building now stands 
directly over the grave of this good man or his 
sister. The workmen doing the excavating 
say that roots from the trees as large as the 
body of a man had grown into the grave. Veri- 
ly, the poet was right when he sang: 

“Thus peacefully rests without a stone, a name, 
W hat once had beauty, titles, worth and fame,”’ 


TRAGEDY AT A WEDDING. 


A Bridegroom Shot and Dangerously 
Wounded by His Brother. 

WRIGHTSVILLE, Ga., June 20.—[Special.]— 
On yesterday, four miles below this place, at 
Meadow’s crossing on the Wrightsville and 
Tennell railroad, there wasla tragedy of de- 
plorable features.

At the brother’s 
marriage he drew his pistol and shot his 
brother down, and then the desperate man 
turned upon Mr. Joseph Lovett, who had done 
nothing at all to offend the infuriated mag, 
and shot at him twice without effect, however, 
missing his mark, The Mr. Colbert, who was 
shot, is in a critical candition.

THE AMBROSE STORY, — 


Both Sides of the Old Traced.

The Victim's Friends Come to the Frong 
‘With Their Version—The Cause. 
' @f the Dimteutty, 


The story of Charles Clinton Ambrose, who 
killed Billy Orrin Gwinnett after the war 
and who recently died @ fugitive fy : 
under the name of Charles Clinton, ‘hag ere- 
ated general interest.

perately [In love. During the services Amb-oce fell 
asleep, and not waking when the services were over. 
some other young man had to ac his sweet. 
heart home. Ofcourre this was a good joke on the 
young man, and his friends and acjuatutanees-ran 
itonhim. Shortly after thisthere was a gathering 
of the young people ofthat time at the academy,and 
i the course of the evening, while some of the boys 
and girle were standing torether talking, Orr re. 
marked .about Ambrose, **Tlere is the fellow that 
wentto church with his sweetheart and went to 
sleep, and another fellow had to carry her home.” 
No one knew that Ambrose noticed this particularly 
but it was afterwards learned that he attempted to 
borrow aknite thateveniag with which to attack 
Orr. Tir same night hesleptin the barroom ofa 
friend, and the next morning tried to borrow a pis- 
tol but failed, Iie thenwent toa friend namea 
Nicholson and borrowed @ shotgun, telling him that 

As the 
goes, he carried the gin to 
barroom. and waited until Orr 
with twoother friends, stepped in to get a giass of 
beer. While the barkeeper was drawing the Leer, 
Ambrose, who bad concealed himself behind the 
door of an adjoining room, rested the gun upon the 
eounter and fired, the load of squirrel shot entering 
Orr's side. Ambrose immediately fled out the back 
doer, and was harbored around town by friends 
and relatives until three days afterwards, when Orr 
died. Ambrose’s ‘ather then borrowed money from 
a friend, giving a mortgage upon his property as se- 
urity. Thismoney was furnished Ambrose, and 
he left for parts unknown. Defore Orr died, the 
CTime was souwht to le counterbalanced, as far ag 
poesible, by Aumbrose’s friends telling that Orr had 
oile.ed an insult to Am?rose’s s'ster. On the third 
dav after the shooting, while Orr was in the throes 
of death, he was asked by a gentieman present con-

Every ei‘ort was mace to capture Ambrose, but to 
noevatl Atone time Maior R>bert Graham went 
to Florida, where, it Was rooorted, he had be meap- 
tured, but when Major Grehum arrived there; the 
prisoner had escayed. Iie was afterwards heard of 
in Texas, and detectives were sent there, bnt they 
were never heard of again, aud it is supposed th

Afier this the “dead  ast’”’ was almost forgotten 
un ila few daysage, when Ambrose’s father and 
Urother-in-law, Major W. E,. Simmons, rervirned 
froin Arkansns and resurrected the corpse of this 
bloedy tragedy by civitg publicity here to the “sen- 
sational story’ which appearedin the columns of 
last Sunday's CONSTITUTION, 

William Means Orr Wasa young man, having ree 
cently attained his majority, who had enlist in 
the ranks of the confederacy when but a boy of sey- 
enteen, and there seryed faithfully until, being 
thrice wounded, he was permitted to return 
tohishome on account of his youthfulness, He 
was the only support of an aged mother-and 
younger sister, who still live and mourn hié un- 
timely death. He was ayoung man of a good fam- 
liv, honest and courageous, and was respected by 
all who knew him tor his manly qualities, 

And this as the story, simply anc correctly told 
from Lawrencevilic, and which will be vouched for 
by the upright and intelligent citizens of this tom- 
munity. JUSTICE, 

‘The Lawrenceville Herald gives a somewhat 
different version of the story: 

At the close of the war there were two young men 
living in Lawrenceville who belonged to old families 
here, between whom there had been a fead of years’ 
standing, The young men passed each othe? on 
friendly terms. Charies Clinton Ambrose was about 
ci: hieen years Of age, and Billy Orr two or three 
years older, One hight in December, 1866, there 
was a party at the academy, where the young peo- 
ple of the town assembled, and while there these 
young men hadadufliculty. There were different 
reports as to the cause of the difficulty. One was 
that it was in referencetOa young lady whd was 
boarding hero going to school; anothe?® was 
that Ambrose’s sister had been insulted by Orr 
Next morning, Henry Graham, Wat Strickland and 
Lee Robinson stepped into. Vaughan & Magtin’ 
berroom, the old house now owned by Me. Brand, 
and while standing at the counter Ambrose tired 
upon Orr with a dvubie-barrelled shotgun, From 
the wounds he died in a few days, Ambrose 
out:the back doorand hurried home, and lef{ im- 
mediately. Active scarch was made for him, bug 
he cseaped throngh the mountains and made his 
A reward for his arrest was offered 
by the governor, and this was sudplimented b 

In those troublous times, it Was muc 
casier to escape than now, and he -had litte diffi- 
cuity {n eluding the officials. Time passed on, and 
the sensation ofthe day passed away and was 
vearly forgotten, except by those most deeply 
interested. Young Ambrose remained in Texas for 
& number ofyears, and came back to Arkaas 
where, iifteen years ago, he married and settl 
down, dropping his surname, aid being known as 
Charley Clinton. Here he aecumulated a consider- 
alle estate farming and in the 
stock Duincss. His mother visited bis home 
several times, and he returned to his old home 
onee or twice: but had ehanged so much that he 
Was not recegnized, lehad grown to be a Man 
witha heavy beard, and weighed 200 pounds, and 
lis father states that so great was the change that 
he passed within twenty feet of him in TeXas and 
he did not know him, although he was expecting 
tomeet him Last tall his health fuiiled 
went to Hot Springs and remained during the wine 
ter,and on the 234 cay of February he died, leav- 
ing a wife and four children, About two weeks 
aco G. W. Ambrose, his father, and Major W. E. 
Simmons, and wife, went to Arkansas to visit the 
widow, and on their return orought back the 
youngest children. Mr. Ambroee states that Charlie 
wd a magnificent plantation on the Arkausas 
river, and @ large mumber of stock. He was@ 
member of the Methodist church, and was highly 
e-teemed by his neighbors as a peaceable and in- 
dustricus Citizen. His death was unknown in_ our 
town until after his father’s return with the child- 
ren, although he received a despatch the next cay 
from bis wife announcing his death And thus 
ends a tragedy tnat, twenty-two years ago, created 
more excitement than any that has occurred in our 
town since the war.

J!NN NGS—Oliver Taylor Jennings, of the firm 
of A. Jennings. & Sons., lace manufacturers of this 
city, died suddenly on Tuesday, June 12th, at the 
residence of his father, 313 Clinton avenue, Brook- 
Iyn, in the thirtieth year of hisage. ZTwoweeksaco 
he was attacked with acute rheumatism from which 
he seemed on the point of recovery, wien the 
trouble reached his heartand ended his life.
